ingly in true Chriſtians different degrees of the contempt of 
thc world ; ſome contemn the world more,ſome believers leſs: 
But ſurely this is a truth , that every one that hath true faith 
in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, he doth ſo far contemn the world, 
that he looks with an eye of diſdain upon the things of this 
world, in compariſon of Chrift and Heavenly things. Tis 
faid of Luther, that when he had worldly things, much gold 
given unto himhe ſaid? proteſt that God ſhall not put me 
; Wl 
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with ſuch poor lov things, Surely a- believing ſoul will not 
be put off with terrene and earthly thinvs, he wont he ta- 
tisfied ivith them, A child that is not able to diſcern the 
worth of things, 1s as well, nay, ſcm2times better pleaſed 
with a bable then with a Jewel, So worldly things pleaſe 
unbelieving ſouls better then heavenly thines ; they are well 
content if they may have enough of the World, Plealures, 
Profits, Honours ; But that ſoul that hath quick-fighted faith, 
ſees a \orthleſneſs in the things of the world, in compariſon 
of Chriltt and heavenly things ; and therefore wont be pur
